Mammoth Gold Belts in the
Quartz Mountains.

The Grant Group, 17 Veins of Free
Milling Gold ore; Ome of the
Most Prominent Proper—
ties in Souihern
Arizona.

Las Guigas (quartz mountains) I_.’ﬁ-
causa of their peculiar construction are
widely koown throughout southern
Arizopn, In genersl topograpby they
largely resemble other ranges but differ
widely in constroction in that grest
quartz bodies lie one upon the other
throughout the entire length of the
ohain, It was this setriking festure,
impressed upon ihe minds of early
Sparish explorers, that gave these mam-
moth hills the significant name they
uow bear.

Iossmuch ss Las Guijss &re &
detatched group they can hardly be con-
pidered spurs of their more towering
peighbors in Southern Pims. They lie
about ffty-seven miles south of the an-
cient city of Tucson snd probably fifteen
north of the houndary lineof the Mex-
joan state of Sonora, but intermedinte
of the two main thoroughfares between
the two countries.
